ORDER OF BUSINESS AND RULES OF THE SENATE 


RULE I. 

I. The stated hour of meeting, unless otherwise ordered, shall be 
ten o’clock in the morning of each day. 

2. The President (ex officio, the Lieutenant Governor), or in his ab- 
sence, the President pro tem., shall take the chair every day promptly 
at the hour to which the Senate stands adjourned; shall call the Senate 
to order, ‘and, on the appearance of a quorum, shall proceed to busi- 
ness. i 

RULE II. 
1. A majority of all the Senators elected shall constitute a quorum, and 


-whenever a less number than a quorum shall convene at a regular 


meeting and shall adjourn, the names o1 the absentees shalt be entered 
on the Journal. 

2. Whenever a less number than a quorum shall convene at any reg- 
ular meeting they are empowered to send the Sergeant-at-Arms, or any 
other person or persons by them authorized, for any or all-absent Sen- 
ators, and the actual expense incurred thereby, in each case, shall be 
paid by the absentees, respectively, unless for a good and sufficient 
reason they may have ‘been, or may be, excused by the Senate. 


RULE HI. 

1. The Senate having been calleu to order at the hour to which it 
shall have adjourned, and a quorum being present, tke order of business 
shall be as follows: 

First. Prayer. 

Second. Reading and correction of journal. 

Third. Presentation of petitions and memorials. 

Fourth. Reports of the standing committees. 

Fifth. Reports of special committees. 

Sixth. Consideration of messages from the Governor. 

Seventh, Consideration of messages. from the House of Representa- 
tives. : 

Eighth. Motions and resolutions. 

Ninth. Introduction, first reading and reference of bills. 

Tenth. Second reading of bills. 

Eleventh. Third reading of bills. 

Twelfth. Consideration of general calendar. 

Thirteenth. Miscellaneous business. i 

2. Whenever any bills, or other matter is made the special order for. 
a particular day and hour, and the consideration thereof shall not be 
completed: at that sitting, it shall retain its place on the general calen- 
dar, uniess it shall be made the special order for another day. 


i RULE TV. 

1. No motion shall be debated until the same shall have been seconded 
and put by the chair, and if desired by the presiding officer, or by any 
Senator, such motion shall be reduced to writing, delivered at the 
Secretary’s desk and read before the same shall be debatable. 

2. Any motion or resolution may be withdrawn or modified by: the 
mover at any time before a decision, amendment, or ordering of the 
ayes or nays, except a motion to reconsider, which shall not be with- 
drawn without feave of the Senate. 

' 3.. When a question is under debate the President shall receive no 
j z 
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motion but to adjourn, to take a recess, to proceed to the consideration 
of the special order, to lay on the table, to close debate at a special 
time, to postpone to a certain day, to commit, to amend or to postpone 
indefinitely, and they shall take precedence in the order named. 

4, A motion to postpone to a day certain, or indefinitely,. being decided 
shall not be again allowed at the same stage of the bill or proposition; 
and if a bill or proposition be set for consideration on a certain day, 
it shall not be considered at an earlier day. 


RULE V. 
1. A‘l so-called substitute motions and resolutions shall be considered 
as amendments only, and shall be subject to the rules relating thereto, 
except such matters,as may be reported by committee. 


RULE VI. j 

1. All questions of order shall be decided by the President without de- 
bate; such decision shall be subject to appeal to the Senate by any 
Senator on such appeal, no Senator shall speak more than once, unless 
by leave of the Senate and the President may, on such appeal, speak in 
preference to Senators. 

2. If a Senator be called to order for words spoken, the exceptional 
words spoken shall be immediatelv taken down in writing by the Secre- 
tary that the President may be the better enabled to judge the matter. 

3. If any Senator, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the rules of 
the Senate, the President shall, or any Senator may, call him to order; 
and the Senator called to order shall immediately take his seat, if re- 
quired to do so by the President, until the question of order is decided. 

If the decision be in favor of the Senator called to order, he shall be 
at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, he shall not be permitted to proceed, 
in case any Senator object, without leave of the Senate. 


RULE VII. 
1. a motion to adjourn (or take recess) shall always be in order; 
but being decided in the negative, shall not be again entertained, unless 
some motion, call or order, shall have taken place. 


RULE VIII. 

1. A question containing two or more propositions, capable of di- 
vision, shall be divided whenever desired by any‘ penator. 

A motion to strike out and insert, shall be-deemed advisable, but 
a motion to strike out being lost, shall neither preclude amendment 
nor a motion to strike out and insert. 

2. All amendments of the House of Representatives to a Senate bill 
or other proposition shall not be divisible. 


RULE IX. 

1. The,following question shall be decided without debate, to wit: 
To adjourn, to take recess, to lay on the table, to take from the table, 
to go into committee of the whole on the orders of the day, and all 
questions relating to the priority of business. 


RULE X. 
1. On filling up blanks, the question shall first be taken on the largest 
sum, greatest number and most distant day. n 


g RULE XI. 

1. The “President shall have the right, in the absence or inability of 
the President pro tem. to preside, to name any Senator to perform the 
duties of the chair, temporarily, who shall be invested, during such 
time, with all the powers and privileges of the President, except that of 
signing bills anu joint resolutions. But such appointment shall not ex- 
tend beyond an adjournment. 

2 The President shall have the general direction of the Senate 
Chamber, and in case of any disturbance or disorderly, conduct in the 
body, he shall have the power to order the same to be cleared. 

He may assign seats within the bar of the Senate to reporters of 
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newspapers for the purpose of taking down the proceedings, but so as 
not to interfere with the convenience of the Senate. 

8. The President shall, in the presence of the Senate, and after their 
bills shall have been previotisly read, sign all bills and joint resolutions, 
memorials and addresses, when passed ‘by both houses, and all writs, 
warrants and subpoenas issued by order’ of the Senate or any commit- 


- tee thereof, shall be under his hand, attested by. the Secretary.

RULE XII. 

1. The Secretary shall permit no journals, records, bills or papers to 
be taken from his desk out of his custody other than in the regular 
routine of business; nor shall he, at any time or place, allow the same to 
be handled or examined by any persons, whatsoever, except the Pres- 
ident, Senators and officers and employes of the Senate in the due dis- 
charge of their duties. 


2. If any paper in his charge shall be missing he shall report the 


fact, immediately upon the discovery, to the President. 

8. The Secretary shall keep a book to be called the docket, in which 
he shall enter, under appropriate marginal mbers, all Senate and 
House bills, and joint resolutions and memorials and correct notes, 
with the dates thereof, of the state, condition and progress of each 
bill pending, until the final disposition thereof, and shall index the 
same under ‘the name of the Senator or Representative in- 
troducing the bill, joint resolution or memorial, ana generally shall 
perform the duties of the Secretary under direction of the President. 


RULE XIII. 

1. The Berens shall keep a correct journal of each day’s proceed- 
ings. 

2. ‘The title of all bills and proposed amendments shall be entered on 
the journal. 

RULE XIV. 

1. The Secretary shall make a list of all bills in the order in which 
they were reported from committees, unless the Senate shall otherwise 
direct, resolutions, reports of committees of the Whole Senate and which 
are not made the order of the day for any particular day and hour; 
which list shall be called the general calendar. 

2. He shall make a list of all bills, resolutions and reports of, com- 
mittees and other proceedings of the Senate, which have, by order of 
the Senate, been set down for consideration at some particular day and 
hour, which list shall be called the special order. 

3. He shall make a list of all bills, resolutions and memorials which 
may be upon their third reading, entering these in the order in which 
they were ordered upon their third reading, unless the Senate shall, by 
a two-thirds vote otherwise direct, which list shall be called “Bils upon 
the third reading.” 

RULE XII. 

1. No Senator shall be permitted to vote or serve on any E 
on any question, in the event of which other than a citizen, he is in- 
dividually interested. ; 

2. No Senator shall, without leave, absent himself from the Senate 
otherwise than temporarily, unless there be a quorum without his 
presence. 

3. In all cases the Senator who shall first rise and adress the Presi- 
dent shall speak frst, but no Senator shall speak more than twice on 
the same day on the same subject, without leave of the Senate, and 


-he shall confine himself to the question under debate, and avoid per- 


sonalities. 

4. Any Senator shall have the right to protest against any action of 
the Senate, and such protest and the reason thereof, when reduced to 
writing, shall, without ateeretiols commitment or delay, be entered in 
the Journal. 
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RULE XVI , 


1. Every Senator present when the question is put, if qualified, shall 
vote, unless the Senate, for special ‘reasons, excuses him. 

A request to be excused from voting shall not be in order unless made 
before the Senate divides, or before the call of the ‘ayes and nays is com- 
menced. 

Any Senator requesting to be excused from voting may make a brief 
statement of the reason for making such request, and the question shall 
then be taken without further debate; but no Senator shall be excused 
from voting on any question by reason of his occupying the chair. 

2. Any Senator may change his vote before the decision of the ques- 
tion shall have been announced by the chair. 


' RULE XVII. 

1. When a question has been decided by the Senate, any Senator, vot- 
ing on the prevailing side, may give notice that he will, on the same 
or succeeding day, move for- the reconsideration thereof, and such mo- 
tion shall take precedence over all other questions, except the considera- 


- tion of a conference report or motion to adjourn: Provided, Such 


motion, if made during the last six days of the session, shall be disposed 
of when notice is given. 
RULE XVIII. í > 
1. In case of disagreement between the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, the Senate may either recede, insist and ask a conference, or 
adhere; any motion for such purpose shall take precedence in that order. 


RULE XIX. 

1. The following standing committees shall be elected by the Senate 

Judiciary: Five members. 

Finance: Five members. 

Rules: Three members. 

State affairs: Five members. 

Privileges and elections: Five members, 

Education: Three members. . 

Irrigation and water rights: Five members. t i 

Agriculture and live stock: Three members. : ea 

Public. lands: Three members. cor 

Corporations: Five members. - pi 

Mines and mining: Three members. 

Military and Indian affairs: Three members, i i 

Counties and county boundaries: Five members. a 

Highways, bridges and ferries: Five members. 

Public printing: Three members. 

Engrossed and enrolled bills: Three members, 

Immigration and labor: Three members. 

2. No committee shall sit during the session of the Senate nor at 
any time occupy the Senate chamber without leave granted by the 
Senate. : 

3. The committee on engrossment shall examine all bils, amend- 
ments and joint resolutions, or other papers which are 
required to be engrossed, before they go out of the possession of the 
Senate, and make report when they find them correctly engrossed þe- 
fore they are read a third time; they shall also compare such amend- 
ments as may be made in the House to Senate bills and that are con- 
curred in after they shall have been re-engrossed in the Senate, for the 
purpose of seeing if they are correctly engrossed;and no bill shall have had 
its third reading unless it has been printed, nor until it has been en-. 
grossed and report thereon made by the committee on engrossment 
that it has been correctly ergrossed. 

4, The committee on enrolling shall examine all bills originating in 
the Senate, and which passed both Houses, see that they are correctly 
enrolied, signed by the President of the Senate and Speaker of the. 
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House of Representatives, and presented to the Governor, and shall 
make report thereof to the Senate. 
RULE XX, 
1. Reports. of committees, except such as do not propose final actions 


. and reports of committees of conferenee, shail, unless otherwise ordered, 


be placed upon the calendar for the day next succeeding that on which 
they are presented to the Senate. 

2. No law shall be passed except by bill, nor shal] any bill be put 
upon its final passage until the same, with the amendments thereto, 
shall have been printed for the use of the members; nor shall any bill 
become a law unless the seme shall have-.been read on three several 
days in each House previous to the final vote thereon: Provided, In 
case of urgency, two-thirds of the House, where such bill may be pend- 
ing may upon a vote of the yeas and nays, dispense with this 
provision. 

On the final passage of bills they shall be read at ‘length, section by 
section, and the vote shall be by yeas and nays on each bill separately, 
and shall be entered upon the Journal; and no bill shall become a law 
without the concurrence of a majority of the members present. 

3. Every Senate bill, upon the first reading and before being pre- 
sented, shall be referred, as a matter of course, to the’ appropriate 
standing committee, for the single purpose of considering whether or 
not the bill shall be printed. 

The committee shall, as soon as possible, and in the order of its refer- 
ence, report each bill back with the recommendation that the bill be 
ordered printed, or not printed, the committee giving explicit reasons 
therefgr, which reasons may be considered and acted upon by the 
Senate. 

4. Three days seen the reference of a bill, as provided for in the 
preceding section of this rule, and Senator may, by giving at least 
one day’s notice, call far the report of the committee required in said 
section and, unless excused by the Senate, the committee ‘shall, upon 
the time of the natice, make report.

RULE IL. 

When a message shall be sent to either House, it shall be announced 
at the door. by the Doorkeeper, and shall be respectfully communicated 
to the chair by the person by whom it is sent.

the presiding ‘office may select for that purpose.

That there is now pending before the Congress of the United States a 
bill for an Act which provides in effect and substance that the super- 
vision and control of the United States Forest Reserves shall be with- 
drawn from the Department of the Interior, where the same is now 
reposed, and placed in the Department of Agriculture, f 

That for many years past there has been within the State of Oregon a 
Forest Reserve known as the Cascade Forest Reserve, comprising many 
millions of acres of forest lands, and your memorialists represent that 
the administration of the affairs thereof by the Department of the In- 
terior has been eminently satisfactory to those whose interests are most 
affected, and such supervision and contro] of said reserve has been so 
administered during such time as to fully accomplish the purpose and 
spirit of the Acts and proclamations relating to forest reserves. 

That-the Cascade Forest Reserve embraces numberless acres of lux- 
uriant grazing lands which-have been utilized for stock grazing purnoses 
every since the first settlement of the State of Oregon. 

That your memorialists are advised that the Department of Agricul- 
ture is adverse to the.present system of grazing of stock in the forest 
reserves, though the same works no injury to the timber therein. 

That to withdraw the privilege of grazing in the forest reserve would 
be a most serious and injurious blow to one of the most important in- 
dustries of the State of Oregon, viz,. the stock raising industry. 

That your memorialists protest against any law.or rule which tends 
or promises to deprive the farming and ` stock raising 
population or Uregon of the privileges heretofore enjoyed 
by them, and under expectation of the continuation of which they have 
settled in the country far distant from railroads and markets and there 
established homes and farms,. 

That your memorialists protest against any law or rule that will with- 
draw the direct supervision of the forest reserves from forest officers 
demonstrated able, efficient and practical and place it in hands unknown 
and untried and recommended only their theoretical learning. 

Therefore, your memoriaHsts protest against any departure from pres- 
ent laws and conditions, and the Senators and Representatives of the 
State of Oregon are requested to use their utmost endeavors to prevent 
the same.

Mr. President: We, your Committee on Education, beg leave to report 
that we have had under consideration the following: 

S. B. No. 53,.by Turner, and recommend that it be amended as follows: 

Amend the title of the bill so that it will read as follows, to wit: An 
Act to establish and maintain a school to be called the Academy of Idaho 
at Pocatello, to create a Board of Trustees for the management thereof, 
to provide for-the issue and sale of bonds for erecting and equipping 
academy buildings and making appropriations therefor. 

In line 2, of Section 7, after the word “land,” insert the following, to 
wit: “And from the sale of bonds hereinafter provided for.” 

In line 11, Section 6, amend by striking out all in said line after the 
word “Idaho,” and also strike out all of line 12 (same section) and all 
of line 18 (same section) down to the word “there.” 

After Section 14 of the bill insert the following sections; to wit: 

Section 15. That for the purpose of erecting and equipping suitable 
buildings for said academy a loan of twenty-five thousand dollars is 
hereby authorized to be negotiated by a board, consisting of the Gov- 
ernor, Treasurer, Secretary Of State and Attorney General of the State 
of Idaho, upon the faith and credit of the State of Idaho and secured 
by the proceeds of the sale of the lands set apart and appropriated to the 
use and for the benefit of said academy by Section 6 of this Act and the 
timber thereon as hereinafter provided. 

Section 16. The Treasurer of the State is hereby authorized, empow- 
ered and directed, immediately upon the passage of this Act, to issue 
fifty (50) bonds of the State of Idaho, to be known as The academy of 
Idaho Bonds,” in the sum of five hundred dollars each, payable in twen- 
ty (20) years from the date of their issuance, to bear interest at the rate 
of four (4) per centum per annum, payable semi-annually on the first 
days of January and July of each year at a bank in the City of New 
York, to be selected by the State Treasurer, said bonds, however, to be 
redeemable at the option of the State of Idaho, at any time after the 
expiration of ten (10) years from the date of_their issuance. 

Said bonds shall be plainly numbered from one (1, to fifty (50) con- 
secutively. 

Section 17. The State Treasurer is hereby authorized, empowered and 
directed to cause to be printed or lithographed suitable bonds in proper 
form with coupons attached for the purpose of this Act. 

All such bonds shall be signed by the Secretary of State with his own 
proper name, affixing his official character, and shall be authenticated 
by the great seal of the State, and shall also be signed or endorsed by 
the Governor of the State with his own proper name, affixing his official 
character, and shall then be delivered by the Secretary ou State to the 
State Auditor who shall mark and Keep a register of such bonds, show- 
ing the number and amount of each bond, and then deliver the said 
bonds to the State Treasurer and charge the State Treasurer on the 
books of the Auditor’s office with the full amount of each bond. 

Section 18. At the time of issuing said bonds under the provisions of 
this Act, the State Treasurer shall sign them with his own proper name,

affixing his official character and shall, in like manner, sign the coupons 
thereto attached, and such signing shall bond the State. 

The coupons for the payment of interest shall be attached to said bonds 
in such manner that they may be taken off without injuring or mutilating 
the bonds and shall be severally numbered from one (1) to forty (40) in- 
clusive, each bearing the corresponding number of the bond to which it 
is attached. 

The Treasurer shall keep a register of all the bonds issued by him, 
showing the date of issuance, and shall deliver said bonds with the cou- 
pons attached as aforesaid, to the purchaser, or purchasers, upon receipt 
of the purchase money therefor; and the money received from, the sale 
of said bonds shall be by said Treasurer placed in a certain fund, to be 
known as “the Academy of Idaho Fund’’ for erecting and equipping 
suitable buildings for said Academy. 

None of said bonds, however, shall be sold for less than their face or par 
value. 

The expense of printing or lithographing and procuring said bonds 
with coupons attached shall be paid out of the funds arising from the 

sale of said bonds. 

“Section 19. For the purpose of securing payment of the principal of ° 
the bonds provided for in this Act the proceeds of the sale of the lands, 
or of the timber growing thereon or granted to the State ot Idaho by the 
United States “for other State charitable, educational, penal and re- 
formatory institutions’ and set apart and appropriated to tne use of 
said academy by Section 6 of this Act, are hereby set apart as a separate 
and distinct fund to be known as “The Academy of Idaho Sinking Fund;” 
and after the payment of said principal of the said bonds provided by 
this Act, then the proceeds of the sale of said land, or timber, shall be 
paid into the general fund of the State Treasury until an amount equal 
to the total amount of interest that has heretofore been paid out of said 
general fund on said bonds, issued under the provisions of this Act, less 
the amount of interest that may have been paid into the said general 
fund from investment of ‘‘The Academy of Idaho Sinking Fund” moneys 
in State warrants as hereinafter provided for, has been so paid into said 
general fund. 

When the principal of said bonds shall have been fully paid and the 
general fund of the State reimbursed for interest on said bonds provided 
in this Act as herein specified, then and thereafter the proceeds of the 
sales of such land and timber shall be disposed of as may by law be 
provided. ` 

Section 20. At any time after ten (10) years from the issuance ot said 
bonds, whenever there shall be five thousand aollars ($5,000.00) of said 
sinking fund the Treasurer of the State shall make a call by publication 
for sixty (60) days in some daily newspaper in this State, notifying all 
the parties interested that certain bonds of the Academy of Idaho bonds 
provided by this Act, giving their numbers, will, at a certain date, be 
paid at the office of said Treasurer and the bonds so called shall cease 
to bear interest from and after the date in said “call” specified. 

Section 21. At any time when money to the amount of one thousand 
dollars ($1,000.00) or more is in said sinking fund, it is hereby made the 
duty of the State Treasurer to invest such money in registered Stute war- 
rants of this State, and in registered State warrants only, and to hold 
sich warrants until they are redeemed as a part of said sinking fund 
and whenever State warrants so held by the Treasurer are paid, the 
Treasurer shall certify the amount of interest that may have accrue 
thereon to the State Auditor and the amount of such interest shall there- 
upon be placed to the credit of and become a part of the general fund 
of the State, and the amount of the principal of said sinking fund in- 
vested in such warrants shall, upon the redemption of said warrants, be 
returned to said sinking fund to be reinvested in the same manner: Pro- 
vided, That when the principal of said sinking fund is required for the 
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redemtpion of the bonds called as provided for in this Act, such princi- 


pal shall not be so invested in such warrants. 

Section 22. For the prompt payment of the interest that may accrue 
upon said bonds there is hereby appropriated for each year, out of any 
moneys in the State treasury not otherwise appropriated, an amount 
equal to the amount of said interest on said bonds, as the same may 
become due, and for the payment of such interest when due the Treas- 
urer of the State shall reserve any and sufficient of the funds in his 
hands, in preference to all other claims whatsoever except the interest 
on bonds of the State heretofore issued pursuant to law. - 

Section 23. When the moneys arising from the sale of said bonds are 
received by the State Treasurer he shall notify the State Auditor of the 
amount of money so received, and the State Auditor shall thereu; ən 
credit the Treasurer’s account with the amount of bonds sold. 

Section 24. All moneys paid, or to be paid, into the Academy of Idabo 
fund are hereby appropriated to the Academy of Idaho for the purposes 
of this Act as hereinbefore stated and provided.

Mr. President: We, your Committee on Finance, beg leave to submit 
the following report: 

In pursuance of a resolution adopted by the Senate, we -visited the 
Soldiers’ Home and investigated the present water supply and found 
that the water was procured from a reservoir located in a swamp and 
the seepage of water from this source constituted the entire water sup- 
ply of the institution. 

We also visited a spring in the mountains about two miles from the 
home, and found that it produced about one ’miner’s inch of pure moun- 
tain spring water, and we are of the opinion that this quantity can be 
increased by an expenditure of a few hundred dollars.in opening up 
the spring. a 

Your committee, after careful investigation, could not secure any -re- 
liable information as to the quantity of water produced by this spring 
during the dry season, and recommend that the State Board investigate 
this question thoroughly before the execution of any contract to supply 
the home. 

Your committee are of the opinion that the present production of 
the spring is ample to supply all the requirements of the home, and 
would be a great protection in case of fire, the elevation of the spring 
being estimated about 300 feet higher than the home, which would insure 
sufficient pressure for all purposes. 

We have also investigated the question of expense in securing a per- 
petual water right, right of way, the building of a reservoir, and con- 
ducting the water to the home to be about forty-five hundred dollars, 
and would recommend the passage of a bill appropriating this amount 
of money, subject to the action and control of the State Board, and 
herewith submit a bill making an appropriation for the object named in 
this report,

If made of posts, with boards, rails or poles, the posts must be 
well set in the ground and not more than eight feet apart, with not 
less than three six-inch boards or rails, or poles not less than two and 
one-half inches in diameter at the small end, and if five or more poles 
are used they shall not be less than one and one-half inches in diam- 
eter at the smail end. 

The top board, rail or pole must not be less than four and 2 half 
feet from the ground, the spaces well aivided, and the boards, rails or 
poles securely fastened to the posts; if poles not less than three inches 
in diameter at the small end are used, the posts may be set twelve feet 
apart. 
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-4th. If wire be used in the construction of fences, the posts must not 
be more than twenty-four feet apart, set substantially in the ground, 
and two substantial stays must be placed between the posts, each stay 
eight feet from the posts, and all wires must be securely fastened to 
each post and stay with not less than three barbed or four plain wires. 

The bottom wire shall be not more than twenty. inches from .the 
ground, and-all the, other wires a proper distance apart. 

The wires must be well stretched and the fence not less than four 
and one-half feet high. 

5th. If made in whole or in part of brush, ditch, pickets, hedge, or 


,any other materials, the fence to be lawful must be equal in strength 


_ and capacity to turn stock, to the fences above described. 


6th. All fences in good repair, of suitable material, and of every de- 
scription, and all creeks, brooks, rivers, sloughs, ponds, bluffs, hills 
or mountains, that present a suitable obstruction to stock are deemed 
a lawful fence.
